Doraville, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—Liv- 
ingston and Hillyer had a little game of 
wool pulling in a schoolhouse here tonight.

Everything that medical 
skill could suggest was done for him, but 
he still suffered. . 

He became slightly easier about 9 o’clock, 
and the physicians gave it as théir opinion 
that he would live through the night. But 
that he will get well seems impossible. 

Reagan gave his address as 165 West 
Twenty-third street, New York city. Free- 
man lived on Vine street in Cincinnati.
